Miraculously, on the 12 officers and eight civilian by¬ 
standers who were injured, none were killed. This amaz¬ 
ing fact is attributable to the bravery and heroic actions, 
on that infamous day, of the men and women of the Los 
Angeles Police Department. 

From the parking lot of the North Hollywood Station, 
Officer Edwin Dominguez heard the radio broadcast of 
“Officer Needs Help" at the Bank of America located 
at 500 Laurel Canyon Boulevard. He deployed to a near¬ 
by street where he observed several citizens standing in 
the open, subject to serious injury. Without hesitation. 
Officer Dominguez left his position of cover and directed 
the citizens to return to their homes. Officer Domingu¬ 
ez then observed a suspect proceeded toward the gun 
battle while noticing that vehicular traffic was heading 
into extremely dangerous conditions. Fearing for the 
well-being of the drivers. Officer Dominguez deployed 
to the intersection, without cover, and redirected the traf¬ 
fic to safety. He then observed the suspect firing sever¬ 
al rounds, and believing that the gunfire was aimed at 
officers and citizens. Officer Dominguez engaged the 
suspect, who returned fire directly at Officer Domingu¬ 
ez. Officer Dominguez sought cover behind a nearby 
fence, heard the sound of automatic gunfire and saw an¬ 
other suspect shooting from a white vehicle. While 
keeping sight of the vehicle. Officer Dominguez joined 
two detectives in an unmarked vehicle and followed the 
suspect. Officer Dominguez then observed the suspect 
leave the white vehicle and attempted to commandeer a 
truck from a citizen. Officer Dominguez exited the 
police vehicle and engaged the dangerous criminal in 
gunfire. After the suspect fell to the ground. Officer 
Dominguez assisted in securing the scene.

tors were hot on the tail of two of the suspects when a 
traffic stop in Glendale led to the first arrests in the case. 
*This was a perfect example of joint police work,” said 
Davis. 

Postal Service inspector Pamela Prince reported that 
known losses ex/ceed $40,000, and estimated losses are 
significantly higher. When the first suspects were arrest¬ 
ed on October 17th, officers found washed chedcs, fake 
ID’^, and methamphetamines in their car. The follow¬ 
up investigation led to a house in Los Angeles, where 
two more arrests were made. Finally, on Monday, the. 
final two arrests were made, including suspected ring- ' 
leader/recTuiter Jerry Charles Fitzwater, also known as 
Qalillac Man, and Frank Edward Cole, each of whom 
is being held on $200,0(X) bail. The arrests were made 
ina joint effort that included Cordischi, as well as Sier¬ 
ra Madre Police Officers Chester and Wolf. 

”We often don’t know about the thefts, especially if 
there is no visible sign of forced entry,” said Prince. ‘The 
U.S. Postal Service relies on the public to notify us.” 
Prince added that there is a $10,(X)0 reward for informa¬ 
tion and service leading to mail theft convictions. Vic¬ 
tims or those with information are urged to call Postal 
Service inspectors at (626) 405-1200. Actual ‘washed’; 
(erased and rewritten) checks are the best evidence. To 
minimize the risk of mail theft. Prince encouraged res¬ 
idents to deposit their mail during the day, before the last 
pick-up, and to use a rolleiball style pen, without abbre¬ 
viating. 

Prince reported that the investigation is ongoing, and 
investigators hope to be making other arrests in the case. 

Sierra Madre’s Alice Bonds was one of those affect¬ 
ed. She came home after a church meeting one night to 
discover check stubs sent to her by her bank for checks 
made out to companies she didn’t use, to the tune of 
almost $1,()(X). “It’s been a real hardship. I was without 
funds for a time, my bills were unpaid,” said Bonds. “I 
was shocked. I couldn’t believe it” 

Davis said that to minimize risk to them, rather than 
deposit the checks into individual accounts, the crimi¬ 
nals would manufacture a false identification to match 
the check, then either cash the check or write it out to a 
store and purchase merchandise. 

‘This case has had a significant impact on the citizens 
of Sierra Madre. As a small police department, when we 
have to expend a lot of resources on a single case of this 
magnitude, you feel the effects.” 

Detective Cordischi has worked on similar cases in 
Sierra Madre, but more typically, thieves would take 
mail from residents’ mailboxes, not large blue Postal 
Service drop boxes. “They’re getting bolder,” Cordis¬ 
chi noted. 

Alice Bonds now takes her mail directly to the Post 
Office, and is working to clear her accounts with vari¬ 
ous companies to which she wrote checks that were in¬ 
tercepted. “I’m beginning to think we can’t trust any¬ 
body anymore,” she said.

“It was the type of place where even the cock roach¬ 
es got discc^irel^ed a^ would occasionally end it all in 
the mustard.” So said O. O. MacIntyre, well known 
columnitt'iaid famous gourmet who sought out the 
greatest restaurants in the world and, as a hobby, poked 
around the back alleys of New Yoric seeking strange lit¬ 
tle eating places. From the above it must be certain that 
some of these places were very unusual. It is too bad 
thitt O. O. MacIntyre did not eat in Ted’s Place, a res- 
Uuranf in Blackfoot, Idaho. I am speaking specifically 
014925, vi^hen I ate there three times a day. 

Bladcfoot was a bustling little city living on the edge 
of thd^Iast frontier and basking in the glow of the dying 
Old'West. Ted’s Place, while not wild and woolly, fit¬ 
ted in perfecUy. It practiced segregation by barring In¬ 
dians and women. The restaurant was a long room with 
a counter along one side. Between the counter ad the 
adjacent wall, all food was prepared and cooked in plain 
view of the customer. Across the room there was an old 
fashion^ soda fountain. In the front window was a 
barber chairand in the rear of the room was a pool table 
and two card tables. The food was always very good 
and always had substantial items on the menu, such as 
short ribs of beef,'foast beef, roast pork with homemade 
dressing, ham and beans, fried chicken, beef stew and, 
of course, the usual steaks and chops. 

A Saturday night special was the ham steak dinner. 
It consisted of a huge slice of ham, fried potatoes, pie 
and coffee. The price was ninety cents. In wintertime, 
whep .zt^p t^n^ were common, the breakfast special 
was ^ sauSage sandwich which consisted of two pan- 
cakesj six inches in diameter, with a patty of sausage the 
width of the pancakes. When anyone ate one of these 
sandwiches and washed it down with two cups of knee- 
buckling ct^ee, he could face the outside snow drifts 
with equanimity. 

Ted’s Place,was always busy, but Saturday nights in 
wiptet it was packed. Men came in for food, warmth 
and conviviality. Be seven o’clock the place was 
jammed and the air would float a canoe. Things got 
boisterous at times, but no drunkenness was allowed. 
Ted Eql9W..jan^l Hugh Allen were the proprietors and 
drew tne liiy'at/iqdof. However, the place was not 
without its moments of excitement. Once there was a 
terrific dog fiig^iia the middle of the room. 

Ted’s Place was not without ambiance. One anec¬ 
dote will illustrate what an unusual place this was. In 
the autunm of the year I often went duck hunting on 
Sunda^sr Tli'c?people where I roomed saw nothing 
wrong in keeping a Winchester twelve gauge shotgun 
in ii)^r66ih't[nd nol;hing was said when I put the gun on 
my snoulder and walked half-way across Blackfoot to 
the restaunmt. I stood the gun in the comer and after 
brea^i^ast put the giin on my shoulder and walked 
through the other half of Blackfoot on my way to the 
Snake River. Late on Sunday afternoon I returned to the 
restaurant with a huge mallard duck. It was completely 
dresspd,,something I had learned while a kid on the Mis- 
sissi^ftiv^^ 

I handed the duck to the chef and said, “Clyde, will 
you’^ddis thisTbl: my su[^)er tomorrow night?” Sure 
thing,-’- was the reply. Monday night after work I went 
to th6 restourant and my supper was ready. Clyde had 
cut up tte dubk, sauteed it as one-would with chicken, 
and there was plenty of spicy gravy to go with the fired 
potatoes. AntJ, of cours^, there was pie and coffee. Be¬ 
ing young and, with the appetite of two horses, I ate 
every crumb. , j , 

When finished, I said, “How much?” Clyde wrinkled 
his brow fpr e-moment and then said, “Oh, fifty cents, 1 
guess.” I‘said,“That’s ridiculous! Fifty cents for all that 
food?*’. Clyde looked at me with an aggrieved expres¬ 
sion ^then said, “Why, Harry, you brought the meat.”
